The Bureau of 14d Statistics of the United § States Tipe ended 
of Labor has just published as Bulletin No. 163.0 report on wages 
and hours of labor in the building and repairing of steam railroad 
cars. The report is based on information obtained from the Prin- 


éipal representative ‘establishments i in the industry. Figures are pre- 


sented in this bulletin for rates of wages per hour and full-time hours 
of labor per week for the years stad to e nig for fall. time weekly 
earnings for 1910 to 1913. 5 


Full-time weekly earnings of the e in ‘the. pine oe- = 


etpations in this industry in 1913 were 5.5 per cent highér than in 
1912, 6.0 per cent higher than in 1911, and 8.9 per cent higher than
